We strongly support the WT 11-65 proceeding before
the Commission, regarding the merger of T-Mobile and AT&T. The resulting combined
network resources would improve our opportunities to connect with our community;
preserve and promote API values, aspirations, and traditions; and provide opportunities
regardless of geographical location.

Wireless broadband technology is one of the most effective and efficient ways to
communicate, pursue education, and conduct commerce. Wireless technology is also
indispensible, as we seek to enhance the understanding and appreciation among the API
community of our shared culture and history. The AT&T — T-Mobile merger would result in
expanded access to advanced wireless broadband, making it more accessible to even API
communities across the country.

AT&T has committed to expanding mobile broadband networks to over 97 percent of the
nation’s population if the merger is allowed to go forward.
